BEFORE THE OPERA. 

Tliirty years or so earlier, thè Count di Luna has two infant sona. A 
gypsy wornali bewitches one of them: she is arrested and burned alive. The 
cmld recovers. The gypsy’s daughter, Azucena, steals thè second cliild, 
mtending to burn nini to deatli to avenge her mother; but in her frenzy she 
burns her own child. However, she keeps tlie young count and brings him 
up as her son. Tliis is Manrico, whose blood leads him to become a soldier 
minstrel, a dual avocation common at thè time. As thè opera opens, bis 
brother is thè Count di Luna, Minister to thè King of Aragon. Manrico 
supporta a pretender to thè throne and is also thè count’s rivai in love, for 
they botai love Leonora, a lady of thè Queen’s court. Leonora loves Manrico. 
Azucena s chief a ini is to avenge her mother’s death. 

ACT I —Scene 1.—The Palace Courtyard. Ferrando relates to thè soldierg 
thè story of thè gypsy vvitcli, tlie Count’s love for Leonora and thè mysterious 
Kniglit who serenades Leonora. 

Scene 2. The Palace Gardens. Leonora tells her maid thè story of her 
love for Manrico. She goes in, thè Count appears and Manrico is lieard outside 
serenading Leonora. The rivals meet. Leonora comes out and mistakes tlie 
Lount for Manrico, whereupon thè lattei* uncovers his face and is revealed as 
thè rivai in love and war of thè Count. A duel follows. We learn later that 
Manrico spares thè Count’s life.
